her. The paper, if paper is used, should 
be strong brown paper, not likely to be 
torn, and so admit the. moth by an unex- 


pected hole. Any parcel done up carefully 


in two thicknesses of brown paper, the in- 


ner neatly folded over upon itself and 
made into a parcel inside the outer one, 


ought to keep out the most determined 


moth. Where things can not be done up 
in this way, and yet have to be laid by in 
places where they do not get exposed to 
the changes of light and air that would 
keep them free from moth, the use of cam- 
phor, or spirit of turpentine dropped on 
to pieces of sponge or cotton wool, and 
placed in the drawers with them, are of 
service. 

Exposure to a brisk fire is the most ef- 
fectual means of expelling the maggots 
from stuffed birds, etc. Small woolen 
things may be baked in the oven, which 
will destroy the enemy without hurting the 
material; but in all cases prevention is 
better than cure, and if the moth is not 
allowed the opportunity of laying her eggs, 
all the after troubles are avoided. 


The Mount Desert Boom. 

A very interesting letter in the Portland 
Press thus describes it : 

The real estate boom on Mt. Desert 
Island is still in the flow of its popularity. 
Large tracts in different parts of the island 
are divided and sub-divided into lots and 
being bought or bonded, are selling each 
week for enormous prives. 

It seems to be the opinion of unbiased 
minds, equally interested in the welfare of 
Mt. Desert, that while land located in the 
interior of the island may fail to increase 
in value as it has done, yet all available lots 
situated within the present limits of the 
town of Bar Harbor must of necessity con- 
tinue to sell for large amounts of money. 
This fact is due in _ to the high estimate 
placed upon it by holders, and also to its 
close proximity to lands which represent 
the most wealth. The owners of land in 
the village are fully able to hold on to it in 
order to take advantage of the best trades ; 
and it would not be within the bounds of 
common reason to say that these men, 
ey having paid outrageous prices for 
their land, are to sell below cost, or even at 
cost, but on the contrary, are going to reap 
the highest benefits possible. It would be 
safe to state, then, that while it is not to be 
believed that the present boom can success- 
fully extend beyond specified limits, real 
estate in Bar Harbor will not fall off in 
value, but if anything continue to increase, 
for some time to come. 

The town of Bar Harbor, where moun- 
tains, ocean, islands and beaches and beau- 
tiful drives all unite their respective forces 
for the accommodation of the tourist, and 
which eclipses in her facilities and beauti- 
ful scenery all other American resorts, 
must, for her own advan , place upon 
her lands the highest possible figure. Even 
now when land been sold as high as 
$30,000 per acre, we are told that this does 
not exceed in price lots which have been 
sold in other watering places less attractive 
than Bar Harbor.

The location is one 
that meets the favor of farmers generally 
and of the members of the Grange in par- 
ticular, and if Mr. ‘Tilton and the town of 
Tilton make a satisfactory proposition, it 
may be carried. It is said that the propo-| ° 
sition will take the form of a gift of valu- 
able real estate, and an endowment fund 
that will not only forever perpetuate the 
hame of the generous and patriotic giver, 
but will also sufficiently add to the income 
of the institution to make its work, if es- 
tablished independently in the new location,
